The Sierra Madre Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department will 
again offer its “Citizen Car¬ 
diopulmonary Resuscitation” 
iCPR) class Thursday even¬ 
ing starting at 6:30 p.m. at 
the Fire and Police Station, 
242 W. Sierra Malre Blvd. 

The class, completed in 
one four-hour session, is of¬ 
fered the first Thursday of 
every month and covers all 
phases of “Basic Life Sup¬ 
port.”

S.M, By ln~lieu Tax 
During October 

State Controller Kenneth 
reported distribution of $53,- 
992,465 to cities and coun¬ 
ties as the October appor¬ 
tionment -of state-collected 
“in-lieu” motor vehicle li¬ 
cense fees. 

Cory reported Los Angeles 
County received $8,386,907 
and the city of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre received $18,803. 

The distribution represents 
the cities’ and counties’ share 
cf ilcx-nsc fees and other ic- 
venue deposited in the Motoi 
Vehicle License Fee Account 
during September. 

The state excise tax at the 
rate of $2 per $100 of mar¬ 
ket value takes the place of 
local property tax on motor 
vehicles Except for that por¬ 
tion withheld to cover ad¬ 
ministrative costs, the money 
is returned to local govern¬ 
ments which may use their 
shares for general purposes. 

Half of the distribution 
went to the cities and half 
to counties in the proportion 
that the population of each 
city or county bears to the 
population of all the cities 
or counties in the state. Dls- 
ribution is based on the 1970 
Federal Census as adjusted 
to reflect new incorporations, 
annexations, special censuses 
and State Department of Fi- 
ntnee estimates. 

Users Taxes of 
$10,771 For S.M, 

state Controller Kenneth 
Cory announced the distribu¬ 
tion of $78,437,781 among the 
state, cities and counties as 
the October apportionment 
of highway users taxes. 

Los Angeles Co u n t y’s 
share was $4,878,235 and 
Sierra Madro’s share was 
$10,771. 

A total of $19,958,091 went 
directly to the counties; $15,- 
054,983 to cities: $43,394.70r 
for expenditures on state 
highways: and $30,000 to the 
Bicycle Lane Account. 

The total apportionment 
was derived from the fol¬ 
lowing source’s: gasoline tax, 
$72,360,330; diesel fuel tax, 
$6,075,564; and miscellan¬ 
eous, $1,887. 

The total available for the 
October apportionment was 
$1,348,128 more than that fcr 
the preceding month. The 
gasoline tax was $3,274,152 
more than the September 
figures. The diesel fuel tax 
was $1 924,277 less than that 
for September. 

The distribution was $6,- 
123,426 less than that for tlie 
same month last year. The 
October 1979 gasoline tax 
distribution was $6.286,52o 
less than that for October 
1978. The diesel fuel tax dis¬ 
tribution was $163,678 more 
than in October, 1978.

It would start around 6 or 
6:30 in the morning. The 
high, squeaky cheeps rose 
higher and louder into the 
early morning air, like a.n 
unwanted alarm clock.

Speaking 

What Yes On Prop. 4 Means 

— It limits government spending to tlie level of the 
prior year, starting with fiscal year 1978-79 plus an al¬ 
lowance for changes in the cost of living (U.S. Consumer 
Price Index) plus population. 

— It applies to all levels of state government — state, 
county and local. 

_A vote of the people is needed to spend above the 

limit. 

— Any excess taxes must be returned to the taxpayers. 

_ It provides for reasonable "rainy day” and emer¬ 
gency funds. 

— It will go into effect in the flsc-al year immediately 
after adoption by the people. 

Earthquake — Just In Case 

Just in case we do have a large earthquake, as many 
are pjx'dicting, and you do follow some of the instructions 
to turn off all your utilities ... We give you the follow¬ 
ing warning — Do not turn your gas back on unless it is 
.suiXiTvised, or you definitely know what you are doing. 

Pilot lights water heaters, heaters and stoves can 
cause a major explosion if they are turned on and not 
lit. Although it is expected that your Fire Department, 
and tire Gas Company will have their hanids full at such 
a time, it is better to be a little cold, or not have hot 
food if«<tead of blowing your home and your family to 
Hade*!-. 

Inheritance and Gift Tax 

California's inheritance tax historically has been a 
concerji only to those of more than modest wealth. But 
rising home values have Introdui-ed many unsuspecting tax- 
piiyers to this 86 -year old sector of state tax law. Such 
introductioo can be shockmg and, some contend, harsh. 

A response has bt'cn proposals to clo aNvay with the 
inheritance tax altogether, or at least expand its exemp¬ 
tions to miss persons whose estates have bet*n swelhKi by 
b<x>m in the real property maket. Major legislation intro¬ 
duced thus .session has bec'n held -up |X'nding Lnterim 
hearing.v 

Until five years ago, community property was ex- 
cludc>d from inheritajice taxation. When a husband (or 
wife) ched, c-ommunity property pas.sed to his wife (or her 
husband) untaxed. The decedent’s separate property going 
to a spouse was taxed, but a $5,000 marital exemption ap 
plied. 

In 1975, legislation (Chapter 942. Statutes of 1974; AB 
.543, Kapiloff) eliminated the community propetry exclu¬ 
sion. The decedent's one half share of the community prop 
erty became taxable, but the marital exemption was raised 
to $60,000. The legislation was intendcxl to standarize treat¬ 
ment of form of property and eliminate the often costly 
and complex task of tracing property to determine w hether 
it wa.s community or .separate. 

The stage was set for a new problem: 

If a couple owned a $43,600 house — the average prlcx.> 
of a Southern California house in April 1975 — plus $20,OtX) 
in other assets, the surviving spous-e in that year would 
not have been concerned about Inheritance tax. Half of 
Die totol $63,600 estate would have been taken as the sur 
vlving spou.se’s share of the community property and ex- 
cluder from the tax. The remaining $31,800 would be more 
^^lan amply protc'cted by the* new* $60,000 exclusion. 

t'oincidentally. it was in 1974 75 that home prices in 
tlolifornia began to break away from the also esc*alating 
Consumer Price Index and soar upward on tlu'ir own at 

a rate of 25 l>cr cent a year. 

In April 1979 the average Southern California house 

was prlcxxl at $100,500. 

A.ssuming the same $20,000 in other assets, the couple 
in the example above would have this year a community 
proi>erty estate of $120,500. 

The one half going to the surviving spouse from the 
dix-edcnt would t>e $250 more than the $60,000 exemption 
ccA-ers, If no exemption applied, there would Ire inheri 
tance tax liability. 

..Uthough the tax is insignificant — $7.50 — the sit¬ 
uation illustrates the manner in which couples with aver 
age a.s.sfns can liecome susceptible to the inheritance tax. 

Stotewide statistics do not exist to show how many 
.survi*ving spou.ses arc not inheriting estates subject to the 
inheritance tax. B«H-ause of a sizeable data copilation lag, 
Lnformation on taxable estates is available only through 
June 30, 1977.

E\’en the state dramatically in- 
creuiscKl spending by 178.9 per cx'nt. In the same lO-yoar 
period, the Consumer Price ln.ciex increa.scd only 71 per¬ 
cent and the state’s iropulation increa.sc-d 14.5 per cc'nt. 

'ITiis rapid divvi*sion of dollars from private enterprise 
into .government spending is destroying the CH-onomic sys 
tern upon whicli government depends for its income. Propo¬ 
sition 4 would limit all government spending in California 
to a factor based upon jxrpulation growfh, and inflation. 
Such a .si>enit>ing limit fairly pc'rmits increasing costs for 
existing government programs; it would have saved bil¬ 
lions of tax dollars in the last ton years; it would have 
required government to spend more wisely, and reduced 
abuses sucli as rec-ent revelations on welfare fraud. 

Ycr.ir .support of Proposition 4 guarantees cxmtrolled 
future government spending in California. If rising govern¬ 
ment cx>sts are benignly ignored, we will continue to pay 
a high pric*e tor government we icio not want. Government, 
designed as the sc'rvant of the people, is bec'oming the 
master of the iHMple. If we continue to f 6 ed it money and 
lose control of spending, we will lose our independence 
and be forced to submit to a paternal, all-knowing govern 
ment. Support Proposition 4 and c-ontrol government spend¬ 
ing. Novc^mber 6 will be your chance.
